Mrs. Geisen-Volk gripped a Bible as 
the prison term was pronounced. She 
regained her composure when she was 
returned to the Jefferson Market Wo- 
men’s Prison. until. her departure for 
Auburn today. 

A. severe denunciation of her conduct 
of the baby farm was contained in a 
report submitted tp Judge Mcintyre at 
the beginning of her arraignment~ by 
Eéwin J. Cooley, a. © tholic. probation 
ofticér, who had invéstigated her career. 
Commenting on thig ‘report Judge Mc- 
Intyre sald: ‘‘The report of Mr. Cooley 
indicates that she is a fiend incarnate: 
I can see no extenuating circumstances 
in this case.”’ ~ . 

Called ‘‘Conscienceless Woman.’ 

In. his report =r, Cooley describes Mrs. 
Geisen-Volk as ‘‘a ‘consciénceless wo- 
man” who hed ‘'strangled or ‘frozen 
‘to death or had otherwise disposed - of 
babies left in her ¢eustody in ordef that 
she’ might reap a profit through her 
acts.”’ 

Then the report declares that - since 
February, .1918, at least fifty-three in- 
fants entrusted to her, care had died. 
It; was her practice, Mr. Cooley ‘asserts; 
to substitute infants for whom. board 
was not being paid for babies who had 
died in her place to décéive the parents 


payments. 

In another part of the report, 
refers to Mrs. Geisen-Volk as ‘‘cruel and 
bestial,”” Mr. Cooley says: ‘“‘The- réason 
why the defendant killed is understood 
when advertence is made ‘to the tact 
that it was to the pecuniary . advantage 
of this cruel proprietor-of this baby 
farm to destroy illegitimate children 
for ™ consideration and non-paying 
babies. because they were. liabilities.”’

Boy, Climbing for-a Kite, Dies 
Instantly as Bolt Rips a 
Tree in Brooklyn. 


WOMAN, SEWING, A VICTIM 


Both Her Shoes Torn Off— 
Laborer and a Soldier Other 
Casualties of the Storm. 


-A boy, a woman. and two men—a 
laborer and a soldier—were killed by 
lightning during the rainstorm that swept 
the metropolitan area and South Jersey 
yesterday afternoon. Six other persons 
were stunned by the bolts, three so 
severely they were taken to a hospital.

A drunken policeman shot and killed 
Mrs. Bertha O'Connor, 30 years old, in 
her flat at 249 East Thirty-sixth Street, 
yesterday. afternoon, while. her. two 
small sons looked on, terrified.. He then 
fired a shot into his own h and died 
at Bellevue Hospital at 8:30’ last night. 
The patrolman was John M. Edwards, 
80 years old, attached to the Hast: Thirty- 
fifth Street Station for more than four 
years. He was married and the father 
of two children. 

The. only witnesses to the trageay 
were the dead woman’s two sons/ MI- 
chael, 9, and Tom,*6, who fled ‘the. 
flat as their mother dropped uncon- 
scious, too frightened even to tell their 
father, Michael, who came horhe:a few 
minutes after the ‘shooting and \found 
the bodies. Mrs. O’Connor.lay dead on 
the bed; to which. she had struggled 
after the ‘policeman had fired the con- 
tents: of his revolver at her. Edwards 
hade.dropped to the floor in a sitting 
position: a few feet away, his police 
revolver, which he ‘had. reloaded, lying

Bdwards's. peculiar actions continued, 
the boy explained, until after lunch time, 
when the policemen took his. mother, into 
the kitchen: Mystified at the strange 
situation, the two boys waited in 
frightened silence. Michael said. ke pat 
nervously in the bedroom, -while his

CLOSURE IN THE SENATE 
AGAIN URGED BY DAWES 


Revival of Old Rule Would Bea 
Return to First Principles, He 
Declares in Denver. 





DENVER, July 22 (F).—Vice President 
Dawes, in an address tonight under the 
auspices of the Chamber of Commerce, 
continued his criticism of certain Senate 
rules, and advocated a ‘change that 
would’ enable the majority, instead of 
two-thirds, .to end a debate, 

“This provision would be so drawn 

that it would not prevent’ any Senator 
from being full} heard:on any question, 
but would prevent a minority or an in- 
dividual Senator from prolonging the 
debate in’ order to destroy the constitu- 
tional right of the majority to legislate,”’ 
the Vice President said. 

Referring to. the ents- that the 


privilege of unlimited debate accorded 
with the spirit of American institutions, 
Mr. Dawes maintained it was in di- 
rect conflict with them. As to the Con- 
stitution, he said,

The reaction against this de- 
famatory campaign against us is be- 
ginning to gather strength and the 
Fascist Party cannot conscientiously 
say it. deplores this action.”’ 

The Popolo ‘d'Italia, official organ of 
the Fascist Party, says: 

“‘We declare that we deplore the vio- 
lence against Amendola. Individuals 
would sincerely haye praised the Fas- 
cisti if they had granted Amendola’ hos- 
pitality in Montecatini.’”’ 

The paper goes on to say that past 
bitter experience shows that the Fascisti 
have always -been ill-rewarded for all 
acts of amnesty toward intransigeants. 
The editorial continues: 

“A thousand victims have fallen for 
the triumph of Fascismo. If Amendola 
proudly declares that he always op- 
posed Fascismo, nothing is more natural 
than that some one would cross his path 
to remind him. that Fascismo. does .not 
tolerate its defamers or those who once 
dreamed of crushing it with barbed wire 
entanglements, machine guns and can- 
non,’’ 

The newspaper. theh uses the attack 
suffered by Amendola to. contradict the 
assertion of the opposition that the 
Fascisti no longer enjoy the support of 
the majority of the Italiam people. If 
the bulk of Jtalians hate the —— 
how can one éxplain the fact, it asks, 
that nobody ,lifted,a finger to defend 
Amendola? It then remarked: “Must 
one believe that the ‘opposition is suffer- }- 
ing from a bad case of collective cow- 
ardice?”’ 

The Popolo ‘d’Italia’s comment ends: 

*‘We cannot blame Farinacci when he 
maintains the necessity of following a 
policy of absolute intransigeancd and ap- 
plication of laws to guarantee the moral 
integrity, spiritual essence and cr a 
force of the nation.’ 

A prelimindry investigatién by the 
police seems to ‘show that everything 
‘was done by the authorities and respon- 
sible Fascist leaders to’ prevent Amen- 
dola suffering any harm. When the op- 
position leader left Montecatini he was 
followed by a motor lorry full of car- 
bineers, but Amendola. went at such 
speed that they were unable to keep up 

with him in the darkness and soon lost 
sight of him, returning to the town. 

It also appears that two Fascisti rode 
in the same car with Amendola, havin 
been instructed to do so by. the lo 
Fascist leaders in order'to insure his 
safety. These two Fascisti were over- 
whelmed by the large number’ of as- 
sailants, who, all reports agree, num- 
bered about fifteen. They were beaten, 
together with the other occupants of 
the car. It is denied that any Fascisti 
penetrated into. Amendola’s hotel at 
Montecatini and struck his. secretary.

Socialists .Urge Compact, 

Generous applause, if somewhat lan- 
guid, owing to the temperature, greeted 
the Foreign Minister’s utterances.

Breitscheia@, the Socialists’ speaker, who 
devoted most of his lengthy address ‘to 
assailing the Nationalists. Count West- 
arp and his -followers, he said hotly, 
opposed the security compact proposition 
at first and now subscribe wncondi- 
tionally to it.

Dr. Breitscheid concluded with a Te, 
affirmation of the Socialists’ wish for 
Germany to enter the League of Na- 
tions forthwith and unconditionally. 

For the Nationalists Count .Westarp 
formulated approval of the’ German 
note in general, but said its text did not 
meet all his party’s expectations. He 
was —— he said, at the aban- 
donment. *‘Unworthy arms control’’ was 
not demanded of the Government, he 
said. This, with evacuation’ of Cologne 
and -amelioration of the-conditions im- 
posed by France on the German.inhabi- 
tants of the Saar Valley must, he de- 
clared, ‘be achieved prior to negotiating 
treaties burdening Germany with new 
obligations...

The 
French are still unwilling to abandon 
any rights and privileges which the 
peace treaty gives them, or in any way 
weaken their position in exchange for: 
Germany’s signature. The Germans re- 
gard their signature to a compact freely 
entered into by both sides as mueh bet- 
ter security for France than any she 





can obtain by imposing the letter of the | ¢ 


treaty. They expect her to be willing 
to: abandon her treaty rights and priv- 
ileges' as of less advantage than the 
compact and only irksome to Germany. 


Briand Bent on Accord. 


Between these two theses there seéms 
little possibility of accord, but - M. 
Briand, with his face steadfastly set to- 
ward an accord, refuses to admit diffi- 
culties and is, stoutly maintaining that 
Dr. Stresemann’s reply provides an ex- 
céllent ground for negotiation. 


Today he !s almost alone in this idea. 
Only a very small section of the press 
abstains from presenting the note! as. a 
definite bid for revision of the treaty 
and: dismissing it on that- account. 

It is historical that the efforts of every 
French diplémat and Foreign Minister 
after the signature of the ‘Treaty of 
Vienna which closed the Napoleonic 
wars were bent on securing revision of 
that treaty and the substitution of free 
engagements for imposed conditions. 
But. that parallel is not applied by 
Frenchmen in the present case. 

The Temps, which yesterday. was look- 
ing for traps and snares behind Strese- 
mann’s wofds, has today found them. 
Evacuation of the Rhineland is not made 
a condition of the compact,’ but it is ad- 
vanced as a natural consequence. The 
right of France to take action if there is 
infringement of the demilitarized zone is 
whittled down, and in every way pos- 
sible the insinuation is made that the 
treaty should be “adapted” conformably 
to the spirit of the proposed accord. 

In the French conception the treaty 
right. of sanctions is the greatest se- 
curity provided. The German effort is 
to remove all possibility of sanctions 
and to substitute for threats and po- 
tential punishments an open agreement. 

For the French it must be said that 
In. the past the- German Government 
has. not entirely merited this degree of 
confidence. Neither on matters of rep- 
arations nor disarmament has : there 
been such loyal fulfiiment of the treaty 
in the French view as to justify the 
sacrifice of all hold over the former 
enemy in exchange for a simple prormyr 
ise, even when backed by the signa- 
ture of England. 

To the French it is one of the most 
suspicious angles of'the whole presen- 
tatibn of the German case that while Dr.

A delegation of the American Jewish 
Congress mét yer afternoon with 
Count Alexander Skrzynski, the Polish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, at the Ho- 
tel Ambassador, and presented to the 
Minister an -address of welcome. : 
Joseph Barondess,. Vice-President of 
the ‘congress, spoke on behalf of the 
delegation, which “included representa- 
tives of many national Jewish organ- 
izati affiliated with the ‘American 
Jewish Congress, among them the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, the Inde- 
pendent Order B'rith Abraham, the Fed- 
eration of Polish Hebrews, the Federa- 
tion of Galician Jews, the Union of Ru- 
manian Jews, and te Order Sons of 
Zion. * 

In his address Mr. Barondess e¢x- 
pressed the gratification of the Ameri- 
can Jews represented by the congress 
at th recent compact concluded between 
the Polish Government and representa- 
tives of Polish Jewry, by which the 
Polis Government pledged itself to 
safeguard the civic, political and cul- 
tural rights of the Jéws of. Poland, 
thus bringing about hatmonious oo- 
operation between the Jewish and non- 
Jewish elements of that country. ; 
.“During recent years the sad plight 
of our brethren in Poland has been a 
source of much concern to us,"’ said 
Mr. Barondess, “‘and after the high 
hopes raised at the time of the conclu- 
sion of the Great War, we felt as if we 
were cast into an abyss of discourage- 
ment and despair. 

‘“"To us citizens of a free, democratic 
country, where’ the Constitution is held

Govern- 
ment and the représentatives of Polish 
Jewry intended to safeguard the full and 
equal rights of the Jewish citizens of

“It is our nearnest hope that the ne- 
tiations initiated through your Exéel- 
ency’s far-reaching vision and com-

ARMY’S RECRUIT DRIVE 

















Act as Sergeants While Woman,| | 
Bearing Sign ‘No More War,’ Pa- 
rades in Protest at City Hall. 


Th City Hall Park yesterday..a unique 
army recruiting: campaign was staged 
when a scorer of Ziegfeld: chorus girls 
fromthe cast of ‘Louie. the 14th” as- 
sumed the role of recruiting sergeants 
and joined the drive to fill New York's 
quota of 210 men who will sail on Au- 
gust 6 for service-with the Second Divi- 
sion in Texas, Mayor Hylan and Po- 
licé Commissioner Enright greeted the 
army contingent led by Colonel Peter E. 
Traub and Colonel James T. Dean and 
the delegation from the Ziegfeld show 
led by Leon Errol. 

Walking about in the crowd in front 
of the City Hall was Mrs. Ella O. Guil- 
ford, member of the Women’s Peace 
Union, wearing a banner with the in- 
scription :“‘No more war.’' She made 
no effort to address the crowd .or to 
distribute pacifist literature and was 
not interfered with “by the police or 


said that in the name of her organiza- 
tion, which has its headquarters at 180 
Lexington: Avenue, she had sent tele- 
grams to. President Coolicge, Mayer 
Hylan and Commissioner Enright, . pro- 
testing against ‘the undignified method 
of the War Department in the employ- 
ment of chorus girls as special recruit- 
ing agents for the United States Army.”

! Apparently the frown of Swampscott 
has no terrors for Vice President 
‘Dawes. It was delicately indicated, 
after the President’s interview. with 
Senator Curtis, that Mr. Coo.ipap 
‘ feels that the Dawes campaign in favor 
‘of a change in the Senate rules is ill- 
#dvised. It would lead only to futile 
debates, a waste of time and a possible

BITUMINOUS CHAOS. 

Threats of a general strike contained 
in telegrams sent by the representative 
of the United Mine Workers in West, 
Virginia \to Secretary Hoover and 
others are evidence that the soft coal 
crisis may soon become acute. The 
basic problem of the industry is to 
bring supply into some relation ‘to de- 
mand. Normal consumption now re- 
quires about 500,000,000 tons a year, 
but the capacity of the mining com- 
panies now doing business is at least 
twice that amount. 
every mining region describe business 
as exceedingly bad. A large propor- 
tion of the mines are shut down com- 
pletely, others operate two or three 
days a week, and with few exceptions 
only the “ captive ’’ mines, under con- 
tract to supply a steady flow to some 
public utility, are profitably worked. 

Ownership ‘is diffuse and competition 
still at the peak. The United States 
Coal Commission found that 11,622 
mines were doing business in 1923, of 
which 75 per cent. produced less than 
60,000 tons a-year. Wor is mine labor 
in much better shape. . Some States, 
like Illinois, are thoroughly unionized; 
others, like Kentucky and Tennessee, 
are almost entirely non-union; others, 
like Pennsylvania, are neither one 
thing nor the other. The Jacksonville 
agreement, over which the present 
altercation rages, was a sort of forlorn 
hope. Leaders on both sides believed 
that the $7.50 a day scale and the 
long term it provided—from February, 
1024, until February, 1927—would au- 
tomatically cut a large number of the 
weaker concerns out of the industry 
for good. That has occurred to some 
extent: mines are closing down at an 
unprecedented rate and foreclosure 
sales record prices'that are unusually 
low. But the principal effect has been 
to turn the tide of what business there 
is: from union to non-union mines. 
Several years ago the union Collieries 
produced 70 per cent. of the total out- 
put of bituminous; now they turn out 
about 80 per cent. In Northern West 
Virginia union mine production has 


aropped from 62 per cent. of the total 


in 1924 to 14 per cent. in June of this 
year. The unionized Ceritral Pennsy!l- 
vania field is reported to have lost 
orders last year to the non-union West 
Virginia field amounting to 2,400,000 
tons’ a” year from four public oe 
companies alone. 

Faced with this débacle, the union 
operators insist that the Jacksonville 
agreement be abrogated and that 
Wages revert to the previous scale. 
Some companies, like the Pittsburgh 
Coal Company, have closed their 
union ‘mines with the announcement 
that they will not open until wages 
are cut. Other concerns, like, the 
Consolidation, which were parties to. 
the Jacksonville agreement, are at- 
tempting +to continue operations on: 
a lower scale where the miners are 
willing. to.-work for less—and state 
that the men themselves suggested 
this solution, President Lewrs,. on 
the other hand, insists that the oper- 
ators stand by their agreement no 
matter what the results. -Wage cuts, 
he claims, will only result in further 
‘reductions in. thé — fields.

THE MAYOR BADLY ADVISED. 

Mayor Hrian’s outburst at the City 
Hall yesterday exposes him-to a griev- 
ous misinterpretation. People will be 
inclined to think him both selfish and 
domineering. Here is a man, they 
will say, absolutely determined to. be 
Mayor again, not caring a straw about 
his own political party, which he has 
resolved to rule or ruin, and riding re- 
morselessly over every political organ- 
ization or leader that seems to be an 
obstacle to his insensate ambition. But 
that is to do the Mayor an injustice. 
His nature is really simple. He has 
never pretended to be a great man. 
All along he has known that his repu- 
tation was the creation of others, and 
that he had to take his guidance from 
them. Just at present, he is hurt and 
puzzled. by the ‘obvious unwillingness 
of his former backers to nominate him 
for another term. In his uncertainty 
he unwisely turns to political advisers, 
who tell him: that his only hope is to 
do something in the NVreles vein. 
Hence the defiant and bullying tone 
of his utterance yesterday. It is not 
the real HrLan who speaks, but those 
political strategists who so often have 
used him as a megaphone. 

‘This time they are clearly making a 
bad mistake#The last thing that Tam- 
many Hall and the Brooklyn Demo- 
cratic boss will yield to is a threat. To 
surrender to it would at once put them 
out of business. They would lose th® 
confidence of™“their own followers. 
Moreover, all these angry assertions 
about having ‘‘a showdown ”’ ‘with 
the party managers will simply con- 
firm them in the belief that behind all 
this controversy about the Mayoralty 
there lies a. deep-seated purpose to 
create a new political machine in this 
city which will drive all the others out 
of existence. From the first, a dis- 
tinct cloud upon the Mayor’s pros- 
pects was the indication that he was, 
in his innocence, being made use of 
to get up a combination which would 
oust the present Tammany manage- 


ment, swéep into control of Brooklyn | 


and Queens, and make the new dic- 
tatorship supreme in the Democratic 
Party of. New York. Thus it was the 
height of folly, at this juncture, for 
the Mayor, or for the schemers speak- 
ing through him, to indulge in bluster 
which could only confirm that sus- 
Dicjgn. 

It is’ easy to see why the Mayor is 
worried. He doesmot understand what 
is going on. He has entered a game 
in. which the other players are too 
astute and hardened for him. The 


-Mayor is told to do certain things, and 


then is assured that definise results 
will follow. But*they do not. He 
gives Tammany bits of patronage with 
an ostentatious gesture, but Tammany 
accepts them with thanks, to be sure, 
but makes no sign of following up 
the thanks with votes. Then the 
Mayor is advised that if he can’t do it 
with blhndishments, he must 
it with bludgeons. This he attempted 
yesterday, but it is already apparent 
that it was about as bad a piéce of 
advice as even he ever took.

Our estimable De- 
partment Of Agricul- 
ture has come, if not 
exactly to\the rescue 

; _ of the American chest- 
nut tree, at least to the next best thing— 
the finding of another variety of chest- 
nut that is able to defy or to resist the 
blight which has made such dreadful 
ravages among our native chestnuts and 
seems bound to exterminate them all 
within a few years. 

For the blight itself no remedy has 
been found. It works, invisible under 
the bark, till fatal injury has been done. 
‘But it-was known that this pest came 
from China,.as have several other bad 
fungi and insects; so in China was 
sought a chestnut which the blight could 
not kill. One was found; the nuts were 
brought over here and planted at Bell, 
Md., where our own chestnuts were 
making a’ last desperate but hopeless 
stand. The Chinese seedlings now are 
,eleven years old, but they already are 
in bearing, and, Avhile not entirely im- 
mune, they do put up a fight and often 
are victorious. 

Soon such seedlings will be available 
in large numbers for wide distribution. 
They can be raised easily an& will be 
profitable to anybody not in a great 
hurry for profits. While the timber is 
useful as well as beautiful, and the nuts 
of fine edible: quality, it is the tanners 
that are most interested, for it has been 
from chestnut bark that they derived a 
considerable part of the tannin they 
need, and they were much troubled by 
what seemed to be the rapid approach of 
complete loss of-this source,

ful foe of an imported pest, animal or 
vegetable, is to be found in the country 
from which the pest was brought.

Wants Tax Appeals Made -Easler. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
, The United States Board of Tax Appeals 
was Created to hear appeals by taxpayers 
from decisions of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue. The board has a member- 
ship of fifteen’ out of a possible twenty- 
eight.. Hearings of appeals are held only 
+ at the board’s headquarters in Washing- 
ton, D. CO. 

There are now about 5,000 cases pending 
before the board and new cases are coming 
every day. It is impossible to dispose of 
more than twenty cases a day. It will thus 
take the better part of a year to dispose 
of those which are already pending. “There 
ia also involved a great deal of expense to 
the ‘taxpayer on appeal. Railroad fares and 
hotel bills of attorneys and witnesses re- 
quired to go to Washington cost large sums 
of money. Sometimes {t is cheaper for the 
taxpayer to pay the additional tax assessed 
than to appeal the case, even if he has just 
grounds. :

Some. were in 
better case. The one he has now in mind 
was plowing with a weary and bedrag- 
gled mule on a dry and barren hillside 
in the Piedmont section. At the invita- 
tion of his visitors this man left his plow 
in the field and walked back to a log 
which lay amid a clump of trees at the 
bottom of the hill. There we sat down 
and talked intimately for an hour. 
"He was 64 years old, he said, having 
been born at the very beginning of the 
Civil War. His father was a soldier 
in Lee’s army during the entire four 
years. He sadly admitted that he could 
neither read nor write a single word. 
All his life he had farmed twenty or 
thirty acres of cotton land as a ‘‘crop- 
per’ or tenant farmer. Of his family 
of seven>chiliren six had grown up. 
During these forty years, ever since he 
had left his father’s house, he had sel- 
dom been out of debt for a year at a 
time. The weary round of his life in- 
cluded the annual acceptance of, credit 
from his landlord for seed and fertilizer 
and often for food for his family and his 
animals. He seemed to look upon his 
position ag perfectly normal—the natural 
result of a relentless envirenment. His 
dwelling had always been an unpainted 
hovel“of two or three rooms. He did 
not know the luxurious experience of 
wearing néw clothes, cther than the oc- 
casional sult of ‘‘overalls’’ which clothed 
him at his work. His wife, his children 
and his grandchildren, like himself, 
were forever inured t6 poverty and 
rags and dirt and the social conditions 
that went with them. 

Yet the outward aspect of this man 

no means:tells the whole story. For 
inside the soiled and well-worn overalls 
there was a physique of the most ex- 
traordinary quality. Above the long, 
untrimmed gray beard were kindly eyes 
which sparkled with innate intelligence 
of mind. This man was the son of a 
remarkable father. That father was one 
of the men -who marched from the Pe- 
ninsula to Antietam, and from Gettys- 
burg through the Wilderness campaign 
to Petersburg. Somehow this type, 
where freed from’ hook-worm, has man- 
aged to retain its physical. virility and 
its perfect soundness of moral character. 
These qualities made the rank and file 
of the Army of Northern Virginia one 
of the best fighting forces in all the 
history of the world. No braver or bet- 
ter men ever lived or died anywhere. 
The conference mentioned above prom- 
ised to mark a turning point in the sta- 
tus of this class. The movement in- 
volves one of the largest social service 
projects.in the America of this genera- 
tion.

And of this 
income a considerable proportion (half 
for the negro tenant, one-sixth for the 
white farm owner) was produced by 
wage labor on public works, such as 
roads and bridges. 

“The average per person,”’ .con- 
clude Messrs. Dickey and Branson, ‘‘in 
these 320 farm families was only 23 
cents a day. The cash in circulation in 
the homes of fifty-one white tenants was 
only 12 cents a day per person; only 14 
cents a day per person in the homes of 
negro tenants, only 82 cents a day per 
person in negro farm-owner homes, and 
only 34 ‘cents a day per person in white 
farm-owner homes.’’

Conditions \among 
the landless people of the other Southern 
States ate certainly no better than in 
North Carolina, And now many of these 
people are being forced down still lower, 
Who can wonder that many rush to the 
cities and crowd one another for jobs? . 

Twenty-five years ago millions of these 

people ‘were afflicted by the hook-worm, 
Their prosperous neighbors despised and 
ridiculéd them as being hopelessly in- 
dolent. Scholarly historians explained 
their condition by reference to their pau⸗ 
perized ancestry. ‘They were supposed 
to be the descendants of the indentured 
white servants who emigrated from 
Britain during Colonial times.. Then — 
came Dr, Stires with his diagnosis of 
the disease and the cure. ’ That medicine 
not only killed the hook-worm. So far 
as this people is concerned, it has killed 
a pessimistic interpretation of history, 
and @ cruel theory of sociology. 

Our country /stands in need of this 
class. They have all the essentials of a 


We have described only 
the poor white farmers of the lowlands 
and the Piedmont.

The New York Public Library has just 
received an extensive collection of manu- 
script. and books ‘written by Henry 
George or relating to him and his single- 
tax plan, ‘The collection is the gift of 
Mrs. Anna George de Mille, daughter of 
Henry George and wife of the motion- 
picture director William C. de Mille, 
The manuscript portion of the collec- 
tion includes 1,700 letters addressed to 
Henry George between: 1854 and 1897; 
six volumes of his copy press letter 
books, between 1869 and 1882; his diary 
between 1855 and 1896. The latter in- 
cludes a record of his voyage on the 
Hindu to Australia and India in 1855-6, 
when as a boy of sixteen he shipped be- 
fore the mast. The text of his lectures 
on Moses, the Malthusian theory, woman 
suffrage and other subjects, and nume- 
rous addresses. in this country and 


abroad are‘also in the collection. 

Among the printed books are seven 
editions of ‘‘Progress and Poverty’’: the 
“Author’s Edition,’’ printed at San 
Francisco in 18798, containing numerous 
notes and corrections in Henry. George’s 
own hand; four editions in English of 
the ‘Conditions of Labor’’ three of 
“The ‘Land Question” ; thrée of “A Per- 
plexed Philosopher,”’ and one of ‘‘Social 
Problems.”’

Colonel James Buchanan Stoner, an 
officer of the United States Public 
Health Service for thirty-seven’ years 
and an important. figure in the national 
fight on all great. epidemics since the 
smallpox: epidemic of 1888, died yester- 
day at the United States Marine Hos- 
pital on Staten Island. 

He was born at Gettysburg, Pa., in 
1861, and, was educated at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and at Jefferson 
Medical. College. He was a déscendant 
of’ Alexander Stoner, who came to this 
country with John Smith in 1607 and 
took part in building the first English 
Church at Jamestown. His grandfather 
was a cousin of President Buchanan. 

His first public health campaign was 
waged in 1888 against the great small- 
pox epidemic ot that. year, and he 
nearly lost his life in it.. He came.down 
with the disease which he was fighting. 
In the following year he was a field of- 
ficer for the Government in battling the 
chojera outbreak in New York City»and, 
the vicinity. 

In 1898, he was is charge of the Fed- 
eral campaign against yellow fever at 
New Orleans. For some years after 
that he carried on the fight along South- 
ern coasts to eradicate the yellaw fever 
mosquito. After a varied experience 
in the health service during the inter- 
vening years he served as medical offi- 
cer on trangports during the war and at 
the close. of the war opened the first 
reconstructién hospital at: Pittsburgh.

Referee in Bankruptcy Row- 
land Miles of Northport sold the estate 
for $528,000 to a syndicate of Detroit 
men, who refused to announce theit 
purpose in buying the place. They also 
purchased. $200,008 worth of furnishings, 
The dicate buying the property was 
given as Gordon, Davis & Geller, 799 
Broadway. . 

The estate is reputed to have cost the 
Vanderbilt family more than $7,000,000 to 
build. and equip. . The old Idlehour man- 
sion, burned in 1897,’ was later rebuilt at 
at a cost of $2,587,000, and more than'

and brooks adjoining the structure.

Father Proposes Accident Theory—

The mysterious. disappearance last 
Sunday of Robert Perles, four and a half 
years old, was explained yesterday 
when the boy's body was found in the 
East River off Tenth Street by Frank 
Carroll, captain of a towboat. 

Samuel Perles, the boy’s father, after 
viéwing the y at the Morgue, said 
he believed that his son had accidentally 
fallen into the: water near the recreation 
pier at the fgot of East Third Street, 
where children in the neighborhoad play 
on Sundays and holidays.

OF JOBLESS WOMEN 


Detectives Trap Man Alleged to 


Have Victimized Fifty An- 
swering ‘Advertisement. 


GOT $650 FROM ONE VICTIM 


‘Lived at a Hotel and Sent Autos for 
Applicante—Took $10 From 
a ChKambermaid. 


Detectives ended & six-week chase yes- 
terday for an alleged swindler, who in 
that time has.‘obtained money from 


more ‘than fifty women out of work who |: 


had advertised for jobs, when they ar- 
rested George Hamilton, 42 years old, 
who said he was ‘living at the Hotel 
Breslin, Twenty-ninth Street and Broad- 
way. Captain. of Detectives John Sta- 
pleton, who qutestioned the prisoner. at 
the West *Thirtieth. Street Station, said 
Hamiiton: readily admitted his opera- 
tions and “declared they: had been so 
numerous: that he could not remember 
details. 

Asked about.one case after another, 
he would reply? ‘‘Well. I guess I jgot 
her. I don’t -remember. What did she 
look like?’? ‘Or he would say: “How 
much did I get from her? Oh! yes, now 
I remember.”’ 

The: police believe that news of Ham- 
ilton’s — will bring many new com- 
plaints. Nearly every police station in 
the mid: section of: Manhattan already 
has at least one complaint of a woman 
who: has ‘been swindled through the op- 
erations of Hamilton. Detectives Walter 
Clancy and Join Behan worked hard to 
capture the man. The arrest of Hamil- 
ton was made especially difficult. be- 
cause he used ingeniolts methods. and 


because he had no confederates and’ 


was. not known among-swindlers. He 
answered newspaper advertisements of 
women seeking jobs as governesses, and 
also swindled several’ who advertised 
their services as secretaries. Hamilton 
would pose as a wealthy man intending 
to employ’ his victim. An impressive 
appearance, & suave manner and ‘smooth 
talk would enable him to learn how 


much ,money the,applicant had. Then|- 


he would ‘get: it : 

One scheme he ‘ked was to tell his 
Prospective victim that he intended to 
deposit aysum of money. to-her account 
for expenses of the position, but that, 
to cover himself, since he had once been 
swindled by a governess, shé would 
have to ‘give. him. control. of her savings 
account. _He- obtained .$650 from Rose 
Jager, 35 West Sixty-séventh -Street, in 
this ‘manner. Another scheme was to 
take the new ‘“‘employe”’.to a depart- 
ment store on the pretext of buying 
curtains for a country: home near Bos- 
ton and then discover that he had only 
a large check. This he would give to 
the governess in exchange for her cash. 
Then he would disappear. 

When ‘Hamilton first started he rented 
expensive automobiles which he sent to 
call for his victims and ‘convey them to 
a hotel where -he, made his, appoint- 
ments.

Government Decides Not to Ap- 
peal D e_¢@ n Di e — 
Sherman Law Sait. 


The decision of Federal Judige Bondy 
Sher- 
man law suit against the Fur Dressers’ 
and Fur Dyers’. Association could not 
prevail because there was no proof that 
the association sought any unfair or dis- 
honest advantage, is to remain as the 
final word in the case, because the time 
for an. appeal by the Government has 
expired. It was the first decision in any 
Federal Court which held that the mem- 
bers- of a. trade association may agree 
to withhold -credit from customers who 
have: not paid their undisputed and long 
ovefdue: bills.

advised by Edwin P. Grosvenor of the 
law firm of Cadwalader, Wickersham &

that this ending of the case gives the 
association a complete victory, and that 
the members of the association will now 
proceed to do business in accordance 
with the by-laws and credit regulations 
with the knowledge that they’ have re- 
— the sanction of the United States 
ru: 

In his opinion Judge Bondy held that 
the - association fixed no prices, but 
merely regulated the business of their 
members in a way tending to promote 
rather: than restrain legitimate trade. 
In nearly all of the Sherman law 4ac- 
tions instituted by -the Government, 
proof to the effect that the members 
of a trade association were: acting in 
concert against a part of the men in 
the same trade was considered of im- 
portance in pro that the purpose of 
the association wag to restrain trade 
and increase prices. It was shown that 
the méMbers of this association issued 
monthly: a confidential list of all cus- 
tomers’ whose accounts had remained 
unpaid’ for a period not exceeding fifty 
days, providing. the: account exceeded 
$50 and was not disputed. dn discuss- 
ing the case at the time of Judge 
Bondy’ s opinion, Mr. Grosvenor said:

charges made for their services.
